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Parker  Named  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs 

Bernard  S.  Parker  has  been  appointed  the  new  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and  academic  dean  effective 
February  1. 

He  previously  served  as  president  of  Saint  Mary  of  the  Plains  College  in  Kansas.  Prior  to  this  he  was  the  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs  at  Saint  Leo  College  in  Florida. 

Nearly  twenty  years  of  his  academic  career  has  been  spent  in  Catholic  institutions.  " I  am  committed  to  the  values 
they  promote,"  says  Bernard. 

Before  assuming  the  vice  presidency  at  Saint  Leo  College,  he  was  division  chair  of  philosophy  and  religious  stud¬ 
ies  there. 

"Although  there  are  certain  aspects  of  being  president  that  I  will  miss,  I  have  decided  to  return  to  the  academic 
side  of  the  house,"  comments  Bernard. 

In  1968  he  received  his  Ph.D.  in  philosophy  from  Tulane  University,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  his  M.A.  in  philoso¬ 
phy  in  1965  from  the  University  of  Chicago,  Chicago,  Ill.  and  his  B.A.  in  philosophy  and  literature  in  1962  from  Duns 
Scotus  College,  Detroit,  Michigan. 

Bernard  was  an  ACE  Fellow  from  1984-1985  while  at  Loyola  University,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

He  is  an  author  of  several  publications  and  was  owner-manager  of  Natural  Foods  for  Health,  Largo,  Florida,  from 
1975-1978. 

Bernard,  as  several  vice  presidents  before  him,  will  stay  in  Schwietermann  Hall  while  looking  for  a  place  to  live 
for  him  and  his  wife,  Paulette. 

He  replaces  Robert  Garrity  who  has  been  interim  vice  president  since  former  Academic  Dean  Albert  Shannon  was 
appointed  president  of  Saint  Joseph's.

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Saint  Joseph's  College's  Education  Program  and 
Teacher  Education  Program  Granted  Re-accreditation 


Teacher  as  Christian  Professional 


The  National  Council  of  Accredita¬ 
tion  of  Teacher  Education  (NCATE)  and 
the  Indiana  Professional  Standard 
Board  recently  granted  re-accreditation 
to  Saint  Joseph's  College's  Education 
Program  and  the  Teacher  Education 
Program.  The  re-accreditations  extend 
until  1998. 

"These  accreditations  represent  two 
long  years  of  work  by  dedicated  profes¬ 
sionals  in  our  Education  Department," 
says  Dr.  Albert  J.  Shannon,  president  of 
Saint  Joseph's.  "We're  quite  proud  to 
be  able  to  continue  the  long-standing 
tradition  of  local  excellence  and  national 
recognition  brought  to  Saint  Joseph's 
College  by  the  accreditations." 

"The  accreditations  once  again  authenticate  the  first-rate  teacher  preparation  program  at  the  Col¬ 
lege,"  comments  Ed  Habrowski,  chairman  of  SJC's  Education  Department. 

"It  was  made  possible  not  only  by  the  effort,  quality  and  talents  of  our  own  staff,  but  also  through 
the  cooperation  of  all  the  area  schools  that  take  part  in  our  teacher  preparation  program.  It's  through 
the  professional  and  cooperative  support  of  these  school  corporations  that  SJC's  pre-service  teachers 
fulfill  the  professional  laboratory  experiences  and  complete  their  student  teaching,"  Ed  adds. 

In  1966,  Saint  Joseph's  College  sought,  and  was  granted,  initial  accreditation  into  NCATE.  Since 
then  officials  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  now  known  as  the  Indiana  Profession¬ 
als  Standards  Board,  have  visited  Saint  Joseph's  every  five  years  and  NCATE  visits  every  ten  years. 

This  year's  visit  involved  the  creation  of  a  major  written  report  on  the  part  of  the  Education  De¬ 
partment  and  the  Teacher  Education  Committee  of  the  College.  The  report  addressed  18  standards 
and  94  criteria,  indicating  and  illustrating  how  the  College  prepares  teachers  to  teach  in  grades  K-12 
for  America's  public,  private  and  parochial  school  systems.  The  report  titled  'Teachers  as  Christian 
Professionals"  was  nearly  900  pages. 

Local  school  corporations  participating  include:  Rensselaer  Central,  Saint  Augustine,  Kankakee 
Valley,  Tri-County,  West  Central,  North  White,  Twin  Lakes,  North  Newton  and  South  Newton. 


Baseball  Facility 
Planned 


College  Receives  Grants 


We  are  pleased  to  announce  that 
through  the  generosity  of  two  indi¬ 
viduals,  we  will  be  constructing  a 
baseball  facility  to  include  a  club¬ 
house  and  press  box.  Tim  Reuth  and 
Pat  Fitzgibbon  have  agreed  to  contrib¬ 
ute  $50,000  each  to  make  this  facility 
possible.  In  addition,  they  have 
agreed  to  absorb  any  additional  costs 
over  the  projected  cost  of  $100,000. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  this 
construction  does  not  reflect  nor  does 
it  affect  institutional  planning.  The 
generous  commitment  from  these  two 
individuals,  who  are  not  a  part  of  our 
regular  constituency,  comes  with  no 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  College. 


The  College  received  in  December  a  $25,000  grant  toward  the  cost  of  the  new 

Core  building  from  the  Frank  J.  Lewis  Foundation  in  Florida.

The  College  has  received  a  $40,000  grant,  with  the  possibility  of  on-going 
support  for  two  more  years,  from  the  Fund  for  the  Improvement  of  Post  Secon¬ 
dary  Education  (FIPSE)  to  be  used  to  implement  a  study  project  entitled  "Collabo¬ 
ration  Between  General  Education  and  the  Major,"  during  the  1993-94  academic 
year.  The  ultimate  goal  is  to  structure  a  course  of  study  for  undergraduates  at  all 
institutions  that  will  give  all  students  a  coordinated  learning  experience  that  in¬ 
volves  both  their  major  and  a  core  general  education  program.  The  project  direc¬ 
tor  is  Dr.  John  Nichols,  Core  coordinator  and  professor  of  philosophy.

"America's  free  enterprise  system  was  built  through  the  effort  of  entrepreneurs,"  says  Frank  Slaby,  associate 
professor  of  business  administration.  "They  have  been  the  real  risk-takers  upon  which  America,  throughout  its 
history,  has  built  and  expanded.  For  this  country  to  continue  to  prosper,  entrepreneurs  must  continue  to  step 
forward  and  take  the  necessary  risks.  It  follows  then,  that  entrepreneurship  education  is  a  necessary  component 
of  the  nation's  long-term  economic  development  program.  People  who  understand  the  risks  and  rewards  of  en¬ 
trepreneurship  will  be  more  productive  employees  and  contributors  to  our  free  enterprise  system,"  adds  Slaby. 

For  that  reason,  among  others.  Saint  Joseph's  College  began  its  Institute  for  Entrepreneurial  Education. 

Now  in  its  second  year,  the  unique  program  is  designed  to  educate  students  about  the  role  and  contributions  of 
entrepreneurs  in  economic  development  and  job  creation. 

Among  its  objectives  are  to  awaken  the  student's  perception  that  career  opportunities  exist  which  allow  one 
to  be  self-employed  and  be  in  control  of  one's  own  destiny:  to  develop  an  integrated  foundation  which  can  be 
used  to  start,  run  and  develop  a  business;  and,  to  promote  the  realization  that  entrepreneurship  is  not  an  iso¬ 
lated  topic,  but  a  multi-disciplinary  field  that  is  applicable  in  many  areas  of  endeavor. 

The  Institute  seeks  to  achieve  these  objectives  by  the  implementation  of  in-school  programs  and  instruc¬ 
tional  strategies  for  all  education  levels. 

'The  entrepreneurial  program  here  at  Saint  Joseph's  College  combines  liberal  arts  and  general  education 
with  an  examination  of  sound  business  principles,"  says  President  Albert  Shannon.  "It's  an  incredibly  innova¬ 
tive  curriculum  venture  and  is  certainly  the  most  unique  institute  that  the  College  has  put  together." 

Among  the  more  unique  aspects  of  The  Institute  is  the  fact  that  it’s  operated  under  the  guidance  of  an  inde¬ 
pendent  board  of  directors  comprised  of  successful  entrepreneurs.  They  include:  William  J.  Barta,  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent,  Rider  Dickerson,  Inc.;  Donald  J.  Ehrlich,  President  and  CEO,  Wabash  National  Corporation;  John  D. 
Goeken,  President  and  CEO,  The  Goeken  Group;  Donald  Hadley,  Owner,  Capital  Analyst,  Inc.;  Craig  Hartzer, 
Executive  Director,  Commercial  Development,  Indiana  Department  of  Commerce;  James  E.  Madden,  President, 
Rider  Dickerson,  Inc.;  Ronald  Miniat,  President,  Ed  Miniat,  Inc.;  Brian  Shannon,  Entrepreneur;  and  Peter  Shen, 
President,  EBT,  Inc. 

While  The  Institute  operates  under  the  guidance  of  these  men,  whose  involvement  includes  the  planning 
and  delivery  process  of  the  educational  information,  it  falls  under  the  aegis  of  the  business  department  at  the 
College,  which,  with  Slaby  leading  the  way,  put  together  the  curriculum  and  sequence  of  study  that  eventually 
led  to  its  accreditation  as  a  graduate  course  of  study  by  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Universi¬ 
ties. 

Education  in  the  discipline  of  Entrepreneurship  is  characterized  by  its  multi-disciplinary  base.  While  it 
draws  from  the  traditional  business  disciplines  of  marketing,  management,  accountancy,  finance  and  informa¬ 
tion  systems,  it  examines  and  studies  associated  disciplines  in  an  integrative  fashion. 

The  entrepreneurship  major  provides  the  fundamental  course  work  to  prepare  the  student  for  entrance  into 
any  creative/innovative  business  setting.  Course  work  is  geared  for  the  student  interested  in  self-employment, 
new  business  development,  arbitrage  opportunities  and  venture  business  development.  Course  work  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  courses  typically  begins  for  students  during  their  sophomore  year  of  study. 

In  addition  to  gearing  the  program  to  current  and  future  students,  the  Entrepreneurial  Institute  is  also 
geared  to  meet  the  needs  of  current  practitioners  of  entrepreneurism,  as  well  as  teachers  on  all  levels,  the  better 
to  spread  the  gospel  of  entrepreneurism  to  their  students. 

Participating  teachers  may  elect  two,  three-hour  graduate  credit  courses  from  Saint  Joseph's.  Additionally, 
follow-up  seminars  with  other  teachers,  a  resource  library  and  access  to  a  network  of  entrepreneurs  that  will 
help  implement  entrepreneurial  curricula  are  made  available.  The  aim  is  to  facilitate  the  flow  of  information  on 
entrepreneurism  as  a  profession  to  students  at  an  early  age. 

"Quite  simply,  it's  an  idea  whose  time  has  come,"  says  Jim  Valentine,  Vice  President  for  Development, 
whose  efforts,  along  with  those  of  Slaby  and  others  in  the  business  department  in  creating  the  highly  acclaimed 
Executive  in  Residence  Program,  gave  the  Entrepreneurship  Institute  its  genesis. 

The  Executive  in  Residence  Program  was  established  to  give  students  at  Saint  Joseph's  an  insight  into  the 
business  and  professional  world  through  the  eyes  of  outstanding  leaders  in  business,  industry  and  the  profes¬ 
sions.  ERP  lecturers  are  asked  to  emphasize  the  qualities  they  consider  important  to  success  in  life  and  life's 
work.  They  are  encouraged  to  speak  from  a  personal  perspective. 

The  success  of  the  ERP  program,  which  drew  positive  reviews  from  students,  faculty  and  lecturers  alike,  led 
to  discussions  between  Ron  Miniat,  a  successful  Chicago-area  entrepreneur  and  Trustee  of  the  College,  and  Col¬ 
lege  officials  to  establish  a  program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  entrepreneurs  into  the  21st  century.

Father  Urban  Siegrist  --  1908-1994 

Father  Urban  Siegrist,  C.PP.S.,  '28,  professor  emeritus  of  bi¬ 
ology,  passed  away  January  4, 1994  at  St.  Charles,  Carthagena, 

Ohio.  Father  was  born  October  18, 1908  at  St.  Peter,  Ohio,  and 
entered  studies  for  membership  in  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood  at  St.  Mary's,  Burkettsville,  Ohio,  in  September  of  1922. 

He  made  his  profession  in  the  Society  at  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege  on  December  3, 1926,  and  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
on  May  10, 1934.  That  same  year  he  was  assigned  to  Catholic 
University,  Washington,  D.C.  for  studies  in  biology,  receiving 
his  M.S.  there  in  1936. 

Following  his  studies  at  Catholic  University,  Father  Siegrist 
returned  to  Saint  Joseph's  College  in  1936  as  a  professor  in  biol¬ 
ogy.  From  August,  1940- August,  1943,  he  served  as  Chaplain  at 
St.  Angela  Academy  in  Carroll,  Iowa. 

In  1946,  he  received  his  doctorate  of  science  from  the  Institu- 
tum  Divi  Thomae  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  attending  there  from 
1943-1946.  After  completing  his  studies  he  again  returned  to 
SJC  where  he  taught  for  30  years  until  his  retirement  in  1976. 

That  same  year  Saint  Joseph's  College  presented  him  an  honorary  doctorate  in  science. 

Father  truly  loved  the  outdoors  and  often  could  be  seen  fishing,  hunting,  looking  for  mush¬ 
rooms,  or  just  enjoying  nature. 

He  was  just  a  few  months  short  of  celebrating  his  60th  jubilee  of  priestly  life. 

Mass  of  the  Resurrection  was  celebrated  at  St.  Charles,  January  8.
